According to Coun- 
cilman Kleine, Wilson related, the $5 
mén were kpown as “hoodlums."’

Nashville, Tenn., December 23.—Six 
witnesses were examined today in the 
hearing before Judge Hart in the crim- 
inal court on the applieation for bail 
for Colonel Duncan S. Cooper and his 
son, Robin Cooper, and former Sheriff 
John D. Sharp, charged with murdering 
former Senator E. W. Carmack. Coun- 
sel for the defense assured the court 
that every effort would be made _ to 
complete the hearfng tomorrow. If 
this is fotmda impossible a recess will 
be taken until Monday. 

Cooper’s Daughter on Stand. 

Today’s testimony added little to 
what is already known of.the_ killing 
of Senator Carmack. Mrs. Lueius E. 
Burch, daughter 6f Colonel Cooper, Said 
that her brother, Robin Cooper, tele- 
papa was armed and 
that he feared trouble; that his. father 


was much incensed over some editorigls 
in The Tennessean. Robin wanted her to 


see her father and prevent trouble, 
Soon afterwards her father came in. 
He seemed indignant. He sat down at 


her desk in the library and wrote a’: 


letter, in substance lie this: 


“Tam an old man, 65 vears old: I am 
not an office-holder, or an office-seeker. 
you have 
no more right to say these things 
about me in the paper than you have to 
them to my face.”’ 


Mrs. Burch gave her evidence in an 
impassioned manner. Her . husband,

Carmack Not Afraid. 


Carmack replied that this was 
second thréat: that he had not reflected 
on Cooper’s honor or integrity: that he 
was part’and parcel of an administra- 
tion not to the interests of the state or 
of the democratic party, and that he 
would contit@e to use Cooper's name 
whenever he saw fit. Witness said he 
returned to the Tulane and said to Col- 
onel Cooper that he could accomplish 
nothing. Cooper, said witness, tapped 
his pocket where was a letter address- 
ed to Carmack, and said: 

“By God, then, this note goes.’ 

This was all that was said at that 

time, according to the witness. 
Carmack Had No Pistol. 


Witness said he went back to The 
Tennessean office and told Carmack 
that he was in danger and should be 
prepared. Carmack, he said, replied 
that he diq not have a pistol and did 
not need one. 

Henry Bell, a negtfo, was the first 
witness called téday. He knew noth- 
ing of the case. : 

Patrolman Vaughn then took the 
stand. He was on the scene immedi- 
ately after the killing and told of Mr. 
Carmack’s pistol, a 38-calibre, ham- 
meriess, being handed to him by Lieu- 
tenant Winston Pitcher. The weapon 
contained two empty shelis, which had 
been recently fired, and three loadea 
cartridges. 

Cross-examined by Genera] McCarn, 
the witness said he did not search Col- 
onel Cooper and that Colonel, Cooper 
said nothing or did nothing about sur- 
rendering his own pistol.

Witress Had Huge Revolver. 


When William Russell, the. self-con- 
fessed night rider, was called for cross- 
examination today. a huge’ revolver 
projected from his pocket. The State's 
attorney sent the witness out of the 
court room to dispose of the weapon. 

The defense elicited fromthe witness 
that, efter he was arrested by the sol- 
diers, he was told by some men that he 
knew about the murder. They added 
that they would not be under guard al- 
wayf, and they often punched him 
through the tent. The men who did this 
were not soldiers, but citizens. He 
thought they were riders. 
declined to let this testimony 
fore the jury. 

The state attempted to show that Rys- 
sell had been threatened with death 
since the trial began. He said he had 
been so threatened, but as the prosecu- 
tion could net connect the threat with 
the defendants, the testimony was -ex- 
cluded. 

Held Horses for _Wuarderers.,: 


Warren Morris was .the third con- 
fessed night sider to take the stand for 
the state. He was brought into court 
under a’‘strong guard of. soldiers and 
deputies. Morris said he was Sworn 
into ‘the band by Garrett Johnson, one 
of the defendants, and accompanied the 
riders on nearly all of their night 
rides, as recounted by Fehringer.

that the party took charge. 

or some reason, not explained, the 
casket did not get off from Macon and 
the negroes who were waiting at the 
train took the pear trees off with 
deepest sorrow and care, carried the 
box to the home of relatives and sat 
up, Sang and prayed all night, accord- 
ing to custom in the rural dis- 
tricts, 

The word was out that the body was 
terribly slashed by the woman's assal!- 
ant, and, that reason, together with 
the long delay after death. the box was 
not opened. At the hour for the funeral! 
colored pastor had his text: “By 
their fruits ve shall know them.” Pall- 
bearers, mourners and attendants. after 
the usSuai custom, were there, and made 
the grave and actually buried the pear 
trees. 

When the next north-bound Centra! 
Passenger train came, bearing the corpse 
of the dead woman and the funeral at- 
tendants were notified, there was amaze- 
ment and surprise. Winship Cabaniss, 
one of the most prominent farmers 
the communfty, found the mistake when 
he made a search for the pear trees.

During the 
just closed several tons of these seed, 
which do not contract the wiseases 
named, were grown in the vicinittes of 
Vienna and Americus, and since gin- 
ning the seed have heen sent to this 
department for distribution. Here they 
ere measured out in patkages of 
frcm 1 to 10 pounds each and are being 
given free to the planters in the in- 
fested belt, which covers nearly all of 
south Georgia. 

These immune seed are sown 
planters and cultivated until 
cient number have been 
planj a crop. 

In speaking this 
Worsham said: “We 
found a seed that is 
root and cotton wilt diseases, and so 
far our experiments have proven Ssuc- 
cessful. These seed we are distributing 
in small packages to the planters in 
order that they may raise more tor 
planting, and in this way drive out 
these diseases with the immune seed. 

“The cotton crop Of the state, ks 
backbone, i!{s to be preserved at aii 
hazards. BEvery part of the growing 
plant has become useful. There is per- 
haps greater developments being shown 
in the uses of cotton seed than any 
other part. This year that crop has 
brought thousands of dollars to the 
Georgia planters, and the products de- 
rived from it have done much toward 
fz.ttening his cattle, on which the cot- 
tor. seed meal and hulls are fed, and 
will enrich his lands when used &s a 
commercial fertilizer in the spring.
